Polish gov- 
ernment workers buy UNRRA-shipped cartons cheap, resell to free market. 


POLAND ABUSES UNRRA 


Officials and most-favored citizens are getting 
the lion’s share of food shipped from the U.S. 


For many months the Polish government has distributed UNRRA 
supplies on a political rather than on a humanitarian basis. This prac- 
tice has received little publicity in the U.S. despite the fact that it is in 
direct violation of the “no politics” principle underlying all UNRRA 
relief agreements. The facts on which the following report is based have 
been gathered by Lire from a number of sources within Poland itself. 


At Warsaw’s Hotel Polonia, if you are willing to pay the price, 
you can drink vodka cocktails made with UNRRA grapefruit juice 
intended for Poland’s undernourished children. On the main 
street, the Marszalkowska, peddlers clamor to sell you UNRRA 
cigarets, chocolate bars, sardines and even soap, which is one of 
disease-ridden Poland’s greatest needs. By shopping around a little 
you can buy UNRRA coffee, UNRRA flour, UNRRA children’s 
shoes—indeed almost any of the long list of food and clothing items 
shipped into Poland by the international relief agency with the 
highest of charitable ‘motives. 

UNRRA, operating on the theory that supplies can best be chan- 
neled through the normal pipelines of rationing and trade, simply 
turns its goods over to the Polish government. The government, 
busy nationalizing Poland along Russian lines, has used the sup- 
plies to subsidize itself and reward its friends, The result is a grim 
travesty of the charitable impulse. In the midst of Poland’s dire 
poverty thrive restaurants which serve the finest steaks and pas- 
tries in Europe. True, they observe three “meatless” days a week. 
But on these days their customers are subject only to the hardship 
of selecting among goose, turkey, duck, chicken, partridge, guinea 
hen, hare, fresh salmon or whitefish. The clientele, of course, is 
strictly limited. For even a simple restaurant meal, in dingy sur- 
roundings, a Warsaw typist would have to spend half a week’s 
salary. In factlunch hour in Warsaw finds many workers just killing 
time because they have nothing to eat at all. 

In return for its shipments, UNRRA has exacted a promise from 
the Polish government to distribute supplies without discrimina- 
tion as to race, creed or political belief.

ise is used by the government 
as justification for favoring its 
own employes. The promise, 
say officials, means that the 
overnment must help themost 
leserving. Obviously the most 
deserving are those who work 
productively for their country, 
Le., civil servants and workers 
innationalized industries. Thus 
Class I ration cards, calling for 
highest allowances, go to of- 
ficials of the Communist-So- 
cialist bloc parties, bureau- 
crats, government employes, 
the militia and the security 
police. Others who get Class I 
cards are journalists, artists, 
clergymen and employes of 
private industries which sell 
at least 75% of their output to 
the government at the govern- 
ment’s artificially low price 
level. Class II cards go to 
housekeepers, public pension- 
ers and employes of private 
industries which sell 50% of 
their product to the govern- 
ment. Class III cards go to 
people over 60, unemploy- 
ables and workers in private 
industries which sell 25% of 
their goods to the state. Some 
3,000,000 Poles who run their 
own businesses or work in 
private industries which do 
not sell to the government 
have to get along as best they 
can without any kind of ration 
card. So do 13,000,000 Poles 
who live on farms and there- 
fore are considered self-suf- 
ficient. 


Possession of a Class I card 
is a great privilege. In October 
for example, a cardholder was 
entitled to buy, among other 
things, 424 pounds of UNRRA 
flour for less than 1¢ a pound 
(in U.S. money) and two 
pounds of UNRRA canned 
meat at 6¢ a pound. If he so 
desired, he could then sell 
these goods on the “free mar- 
ket,” or legalized black mar- 
ket, for 30¢ a pound for the 
flour and ayer from 90¢ 
to $1.15 a pound for the meat. 

Besides food, clothing is 
also distributed by ration 
card and much of it eventually 
finds its way into the free mar- 
ket. In early fall one govern- 
ment official bought one pair of 
men’s shoes and two pairs of 
children’s shoes at a total of 
2,000 Polish zlotys, which are 
worth about 1¢ each in U.S. 
money at the official exchange 
rate and actually worth about 
Vie each. He sold the chil- 
dren’s shoes for 7,000 zlotys, 
which meant that he got his 
own shoes free and made a pro- 
fit of 5,000 zlotys in addition.

600 zlotys, many of them soon 
showed up on the free mar- 
ket at prices ranging from 
5,000 to 6,000 zlotys. Much 
of UNRRA’s cloth for suits, 
which is distributed to Class I 
cardholders at the rate of 
3!4 yards each six months, 
also is resold on the free 
market at about 10 times the 
ration price. 

Over and above their extra 
rations, the bureaucrats also 
get frequentallotments of food 
free out of UNRRA supplies. 
In the Ministry of Reconstruc- 
tion, workers with a family of 
three recently received as one 
month’s free allotment 13 
pounds of sugar, 13 pounds of 
flour, 44 pounds of jam and 
634 pounds of fats, plus some 
tea, salt, macaroni, canned 
foods and evaporated milk. 


Government employes have 
been able to buy all the Amer- 
ican cigarets they want at 116 
zlotys a package. They can sell 
them at 200 zlotys, the stand- 
ard free-market price, buy a 
package of Polish cigarets for 
80 zlotys and thus make a prof- 
it of 4 alotys while smoking 
a package of Polish cigarets 
free. The effect of such deal- 
ings is to increase greatly the in- 
comes of government workers 
or, in another sense, to make 
UNRRA pay a good part of 
their salaries. In cash pay they 
receive from the government 
only 3,000 to 10,000 zlotys a 
month. Their special UNRRA 
rations and allotments make 
up the difference between their 
low pay and relative prosper- 
ity, either in the form of high- 
er living standards or in cash 
made in the free market. The 
government is already plan- 
ning widespread pay raises to 
make up the difference after 
UNRRA expires the first of 
the year. 


Although some members of 
the UNRRA mission here are 
outraged at this sort of favor- 
itism, most of them seem to 
view it with a resigned ac- 
ceptance. During the summer 
school vacation, UNRRA dis- 
covered that Polish children 
were getting only four or five 
quarts of milk a month and 
pressured the government into 
raising this quota to 20 quarts 
by cutting off supplies from 
adult cardholders. UNRRA 
has also persuaded the govern- 
ment to set aside 10% of its 
cloth for children and institu- 
tions for the sick and aged.But 
the biggest share of UNRRA 
supplies still goes to those at 
the head of the line, and no- 
body does anything about it.

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EDITORIAL 


RUSSIA BY THIRDS 


WE MUST DISTINGUISH A HOSTILE GOVERNMENT AND A NEUTRAL NATION FROM A FRIENDLY PEOPLE 


The friendliness of the American people to- 
ward Russia reached a high point in 1945 and 
has heen declining ever since. So say the Gallup 
and Roper polls. By September 1946 a Gallup 
poll found 62% of Americans confessing that 
their feelings toward Russia had become less 
friendly than a year ago. 

That was a year in which the Soviets sup- 
pressed political freedom in eastern Europe, 
stirred up trouble in Iran, looted Manchuria, 
made tedious and insulting speeches in Paris 
and generally threw wrenches into the peace 
machinery. Hence this “less friendly” feeling 
for Russia is not surprising. It may be account 
ed as a step in the education of the American 
people in world affairs. It is not a very long 
step, however, and if we leave it at tha y 
even turn out to be a step backward. For there 
is something naive about this easy personifica- 
tion of nations, this readiness to classify them 
as friendly and unfriendly, the way high-school 
kids classify each other as droopy or solid. Dif- 
ferent nations have different characteristics 
just as people do, but they are not that simple. 

‘he next step toward sophistication in our pub- 
lic opinion on Russia is to be clear on just what 
we like or dislike about it, what we fear and 
what we hope. 


Adam-zad 


Some Englishmen, with their customary 
forehandedness, have already taken a stance to- 
ward the Russians which seems the very es- 
sence of sophistication but is actually even 
blinder than our own cloudy and generalized 
mistrust. This stance may be called the aristo- 
cratic, and it has a strong snob appeal to certain 
kinds of American (‘My dear Tay Decies, I 
couldn’t agree more”). It starts out with a par- 
able (a little shopworn by now 

Three people in evening clothes are playing 
cards after an excellent dinner when gradually, 
through the glass door to the kitchen, they be- 
come aware that a bearded, dirty and powerful 
tramp is looting the refrigerator. What should 
they do? Ignore him? Chase him away? Or in- 
vite him to sit down ‘with them and make a 
fourth? The latter is supposed to be the 
lized course. You are reminded, with quota- 
tions from Kipling, that Adam-zad (‘‘the bear 
that walks like a man”) is not the easternmost 
European but the westernmost Oriental; that 
he is an uncouth bounder, just a peasant really, 
but terribly sensitive and anxious to join our 
Anglo-Saxon club; that if we are patient with 
‘his inferiority complex, he will soon learn good 
manners just by association with us. After all, 
as the London Economist quotes the gossip, 
Madame Gromyko never wore shoes until she 
was 16. So don’t let us lose our tempers. No- 
blesse oblige. 

This aristocratic stance is tempting because 
it flatters us. But it does not flatter the Rus- 
sians, and it is based on a very superficial read- 
ing of their national character and the charac- 
ter of their regime. It makes no distinctions be- 
tween Russia past and Russia present, nor be- 
tween the Russian people and their rulers. Yet 
to make distinctions is just what we should do. 

There are three main things to distinguish: 
the Russian government, the Russian nation 
and the Russian people. Toward the first, the 
American people must for the present be hos- 


civi- 
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tile; toward the second, neutral, but the third 
are our friends. 

The Russian government is a more pervasive 
tyranny than the czar’s ever was. Is it any of 
our business what form of government another 
country gets? It cannot be our State Depart- 
ment’s business, for we have diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviets and it is very bad diplo- 
macy to come between a people and their gov- 
ernment. But it can be our business as Amer- 
ican citizens to condemn the methods and prin- 
ciples of this regime. Two Soviet policies in par- 
ticular have repeatedly obstructed the growth 
of real peace between America and Russia. The 
first is Communist messianism, which has exag- 
gerated enormously and unnecessarily our few 
real conflicts with the legitimate aspirations of 
the Russian nation. The second is Communist 
isolationism, which has drawn an iron curtain 
between the Russian and American people. 


The Trojan-Horse Problem 


The Russian nation is of course no newcomer 
to the game of power polities and no mere tramp 
in the kitchen. Her diplomats have had their 
victories no less renowned than her generals, 
from Prince Potemkin to Count Witte; and much 
19th Century history revolved around the great 
diplomatic duel between Russia and Britain. 
Since 1939 Russia has annexed 274,000 square 
miles of Europe and Asia and brought eight in- 
dependent countries within her sphere of influ- 
ence. Practically all that square mileage repre- 
sented the recovery of lands held by Russia be- 
fore 1918; and most of the new spheres of influ- 
ence were either controlled or ogled by many a 
ezar. Thus there is a continuity in much Russian 
“imperialism” which gives it an almost legiti- 
mate cast—as legitimate as power politics can 
ever be. European diplomats have long recog- 
nized that Russia really needs a warm water 
port, for instance, and that the Montreux Con- 
vention governing the Dardanelles was not di- 

ely inspired. 

But what if, in pressing these “legitimate” 
Russian claims, the Soviets turn them into in- 
struments of social disruption? It is not just 
Russia that is expanding; it is a messianic dream 
whose prophet Lenin (echoed by Stalin) said 
most explicitly that he sought the worldwide 
overthrow of capitalism. Who declared this holy 
war? Not Russia, but a handful of fanatics. Rus- 
sia is their vehicle, their Trojan horse, just as 
their Communist parties abroad are Russia’ 
Today there is virtually no distinguishing be- 
tween the two. In the name of human liberty, 
America is bound to resist the spread of Commi 
nism. In doing so we must perforce resist Rus: 
Perhaps we should have had to resist Russia any- 
way in some places (such as Manchuria) for the 
same balance-of-power reasons that motivated 
the British in their long and relatively peaceful 
duel. But we have had no chance to try our hand 
at that kind of peace-waging, for the Soviets will 
not let us separate the Russian interest from the 
supposed interest of the world proletariat. This 
we must hold against the Soviet government; it 
has made it well-nigh impossible for us to feel 
correctly neutral toward the Russian nation, 

Far more serious than this, however, is the 
Soviet government’s isolation of its own people. 
For they are a people who can teach us much, 
who can learn much from us, and whom we 


need to know. As Woodrow Wilson said about 
the German people, we have no quarrel with 
them. 

‘The Soviet censorship is even worse now than 
during the war. This was not the idea of the Rus- 
sian people. When Richard Lauterbach crossed 
Russia on the Trans-Siberian last summer (Lire, 
Aug. 5), he was twice challenged by police who 
wanted to seize his camera. Each time his fel- 
low passengers came to his rescue by shouting, 
“Let him alone, the war's over.” The Russian 
people, though’ they frankly envy American 
wealth, are not at all ashamed of what they have 
already accomplished in 25 years of trying to 
catch up. Their natural feeling toward America 
is one of friendly and unsatisfied curiosity, When 
Ilya Ehrenburg lectured on his American trip 
in Moscow last month, the room was jammed 
withstandees wholistened intently fortwo hours. 


Pie and Patience 


Among his hearers, we may be sure, were the 
same variety of human types that have always 
made up Russia. A Gogol, if the censors would 
let him, could still find among them plenty of 
petty graft and vanity to satirize, and a Dosto- 
evsky could still embrace their 169 ethnic groups 
in his tremendous categories of saintly Alyo- 
shas, passionate Dmitris, brain-ruled Ivans. This 
is not the place for a character analysis of the 
Russian people. But the state of the world re- 
quires that we remind ourselves that they are 
people—human beings not too different from 
ourselves. 

Throughout Soviet history the average Rus- 
sian’s patriotism has been kept at fever pitch 
by mental pictures of what Russia would be 
like tomorrow, and tomorrow, and tomorrow. 
As our own Wobblies used to say, it was pie in the 
sky. And whenever there was a slight payoff, 
as in the consumer goods boom of 1933-36, the 
Russian people took the Bie joyfully. During the 
war they were sustained” by an uncomplicated 
dream of peace, more building, more.‘‘culture” 
—cultural bathrooms, cultural fountain pens, 
cultural 50-kopek ice cream for all. That is 
what the Russian people wanted. It does not 
seem too much. 

Instead there is another purge and a new de- 
ferment of consumer industries for the sake of 
military strength and new arrivals in the con- 
centration camps. Yet the Russian people love 
freedom, and they love their fellow man with a 
passion almost unique among all peoples. They 
swarm easily but they are not barbarians; they 
are poor but they are not vine They are vi 
tims of a system against which their only weapon 
is patience and their incorruptible humanity. 
They need our trust. Let us never answer their 
need with anger or scorn,

RUSSELL POURS SOME MILK FOR STEPSON JERRY AS 


HANDLESS VETERAN 


Amateur Actor Harold Russell has no trouble 


with hooks, a great deal with anxious friends 
hy BERNARD FRIZELL 


Harold Russell, who plays handless Homer Parrish in The Best 
Years of Our Lives, is not only a nine-day wonder in the movies but 
also one of the hestadjusted, veterans of World WarlI, The most 
widely publicized double amputee of the war,* Russell realizes that, 
though there is talk of his getting an Academy Award, he is strictly 
a one-shot and will probably act in no more movies. Instead he lives 
in Cambridge, Mass. and is taking a business course at Boston Uni- 
versity so that he may go into advertising when he graduates. 

Russell’s accident occurred at Camp Mackall, N.C. on June 6, 
1944, the same date as D-day in Normandy, A sergeant in a demo- 
lition squad, he was holding a half-pound block of TNT when it ex- 
ploded. Both hands went with the blast, but he did not lose con- 
sciousness. He said to himself, ‘There goes the great Russell.” 
That day his hands were amputated three inches above the wrists. 

In Walter Reed Hospital, Washington D. C., Russell did not find 
the funereal atmosphere he had feared. It was filled with am- 

jutees whose morale was kept high by the example theyall set. No- 
ody overtly showed pity for himself or anybody else. Any refer- 
ence to amputated appendages was apt to be a gag, albeit grim. A 
person with both legs amputated was called “shorty,” a man with 
one leg off “limpy”” and a man with one arm was “a paper hanger.” 

The first time Russell saw the hooks that were to replace his 
hands his immediate and normal reaction was disgust. Worse was 
the day he first put them on. Over his shoulders went the harness 
ich is attached to the hooks bya pull cord. The right hook is 
ered with rubber so that glasses and other slippery objects 
may be firmly gripped. The left hook is plain metal. Each hook is 
operated by moving the opposite shoulder. That first day was tor- 
ture. Unable to make his new hands do anything, he was ready by 
evening to throw them out the window—and almost did. 

Next day he tried again, When the regular ration of beer was 
served he announced with forced cheer, “This time, boys, come 
hell or high water I’m going to drink that beer without a straw.” 
He grabbed the beer with the right hook, drew it up toward his 
mouth—and then spilled it all over the floor, the bed and himself. 

The simplest things could only be learned the hard way. Through 
one heartbreaking failure after another Russell kept doggedly at it. 
Within three weeks he handled his hooks so well that one day the 
colonel in charge brought a distinguished party of surgeons around 
to see how he did it. Entering Russell’s ward, they found him with 
his back turned and on his knees. Russell noticed the men around 
him had stopped talking and gotten up, but continued what he was

doing. © “Come on, en,” he cried, rolling out the dice. The distin- 
guished visitors were properly impressed. Russell notes, however, 
that “The hooks didn’t roll out any more sevens than my hands 
did before them.” 

Learning to adjust himself to his hooks was by no means so large 
a problem for Russell as that of teaching others to accept them 
without embarrassment. He got his first taste of these new difficul- 
ties the day an airplane took him home from the hospital. Waiting 
at the airport were his mother and his grammar-school sweetheart, 
a pretty brunette named Rita Nixon. Russell decided to meet the 
problem head-on and waved at them with his hooks. The two women 
were obviously shak dd although it was some months, Rita 
says, before she ful »pted the hooks as normal,

Around the neighborhood it 
was different. “They felt uncomfortable,” Russell recalls, “and 
didn’t know what to say.”

Before receiving his Army discharge, Russell acted in a training 
film showing amputees throughout the country how to master 
their problems, The training film was seen by Samuel Goldwyn. 
Shortly after, Russell got the call from Hollywood. 

Russell rapidly became so expert with the hooks that there was 
no normal daily function he could not perform with them except 
to tie his neckties. One day he asked Charlie MeGonigle, a handless 
veteran of World War I, who uses hooks, how he did his ties. “My 
boy,” said McGonigle, “I got married. 

So did Russell—to Rita. Things run

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ENGLISH ARTIST WAS GREAT SOCIAL HISTORIAN 


THER pictures,” wrote Charles Lamb, “we see; Hogarth’s we read.” 

Itis not for nothing that William Hogarth sometimes referred to him- 
self as an “author”; that “Hogarthian” has become as familiar as a literary 
epithet as Rabelaisian or Byronic, or that thousands of people who are 
bored by pictures are fascinated by Hogarth’s. For two centuries his prints 
and his dramatic “‘moralities,” like Marriage d-la-Mode (p. 80), have made 
Hogarth without equal as a satiric storyteller in pictures. 

Though William Hogarth could also be a “pure” painter, as his self- 
portrait (above) and The Shrimp Girl (p. 79) bear witness, his greatness, 
after two centuries, rests surely on his reputation as a great social his- 
torian of his time. For Hogarth knew his London, both low and high. He 


was born, in 1697, the son of a poor schoolmaster and apprenticed to a Lon- 
don silver-plate engraver. But he rose from poverty to marry the daughter 
of Sir James Thornhill, whose art school he attended. Before his death in 
1764, he became court painter to George III. 

Hogarth had too passionate a sense of the world, too piercing an eye for 
its follies and vices, too downright and participating and middle-class a 
nature not to want to offer direct testimony rather than a more detached 
artistic vision. Peering into faces like some master phrenologist, searching 
out rooms like some expert appraiser, moralizing, protesting, poking fun, 
piling up detail,!Hogarth caught 18th Century London more fully with a 
brush than did any novelist with a pen. What has been soundly leveled

against him as an artist—that he “leaves nothing for the imagination to 
do”—simultaneously glorifies him as a commentator. His picture is 
complete. Yet for all that the picture is not quite literal: the final effect 
in Hogarth is the satirist’s effect, not the realist’s. 

The London that Hogarth painted was a world of violent contrasts 
and vivid extremes, of brilliant light and brutish darkness, of high style 
and anarchic squalor. The Age of Reason, as it was called, produced 
some of the most irrational creatures known to history. One great aris-’ 
tocrat thought laughter vulgar; another thought hangings fun. Scholars 
killed each other over a Greek accent; Admiral Byng, just before he 
was executed, methodically took his usual draught for the scurvy; a 
Queen of England, Caroline, talked filth for hours on end, and a King 
of England, George I of Hanover, could not talk English at all. 

Hogarth’s London was picturesque enough, with its surviving wind- 
mills, its parklike squares, its trim Georgian houses, its bellied-window 
shops, its shop signs bearing such names as The Lamb and Inkbottle. By 
day, sedan chairs carried ladies of fashion on a round of shopping and 
calls; by night, linkboys lighted the darkness with high-held torches. 
Gentlemen wore swords on their hips and dueled in the fields behind the 
newly opened British Museum. For years from the City gates at Temple 
Bar hung the rotting heads of the Jacobite traitors, executed for their 
loyalty to the Pretender, Bonnie Prince Charlie, The Thames, all the way 
from Hampton Court to Greenwich, was a great highway—happily free 
from highwaymen—with barges and their fares shouting gratuitous in- 
sults at one another for pastime. The art of the insult was most consum- 
mately practiced by the great Dr. Johnson, who, pelted with abuse, once 
flung back this classic crusher, “Sir, your wife, under pretense of keeping 
a bawdy house, is a receiver of stolen goods.” 

It was a foul-mouthed, coarse and hard-living age, and by no means 
all of London was picturesque. Ditches filled with offal and dead dogs ran 
down the middle of the streets, and housewives poured their slops out of 
upstairs windows. With hawkers and bell ringers everywhere, the noise 
was almost as frightful as the stench. It was an age that snapped its 
fingers at sanitation, when even a great lady, chided at the opera for her 
dirty hands, could calmly reply, “You should see my feet.” 

Upper-class life was for the most part brilliant, dissolute and cynical. 
“Caress the favorites, avoid the unfortunate and trust nobody,” was the 
recipe for success of Lady Mary Montagu, famous wit and letter writer. 
High life meant high living: the gouty great world ate (with their knives) 
only a little less than they drank and drank only a little less than they 
gambled. Every fine gentleman had to be a “three-bottle” man, and there 
were those who could empty six. The gambling ran so high that ancestral 
estates hinged on a throw of the dice. One young lord not yet of age won. 
£11,000 on a single hand and grumbled at what he might have won had 
he “been playing deep.” 

Aristocrats tended to run to extremes. During Hogarth’s youth cer- 
tain young bloods were such hoodlums that they went around trussing 
people up and even gouging out their eyes. Others were such exquisites 
that they carried muffs “to keep their hands at an even temperature.” 
When asked at dinner if he would have some beef, one of these young 
esthetes answered, “Beef? Faugh, don’t you know I never eat beef, nor 
horse, nor any of those things?” Manly or effeminate, all Englishmen 
still wept freely without shame—not least at the playhouse, where a 
great actor like David Garrick (p. 82) might expire on a carpet that was 
specially lugged on the stage for him to die on. 

The soberer merchant class was part of yet another and a newer 
London, the London of the daily newspaper and the penny post. The 
middle classes lived, usually, over their shops, filled the coffeehouses or 
went to hear the passionate preaching of Methodism’s founder, John Wes- 
ley, visited the gaudy London fairs, stared at the raving mad in Bedlam 
(Bethlehem Hospital) or inspected the lions that were the rage at the 
Tower of London (whence the expression “to lionize”). Yet it would be 
a mistake to think of these citizens as highly industrious and genteel. 
They were a part of their times, for they too guzzled and wenched and 
they too gambled. One of them, in fact, gambled away his wife with her 
own consent. 

The poor, victims of a predatory and not very philanthropic age, had 
as few morals as they had hopes. In certain slums infant mortality was 
100% and unwanted babies were actually tossed on dunghills, Since a 
laborer earned about nine shillings a week, it is hardly surprising that 
he should have spent most of it on gin (see p. 83). The gin-drinking

that suddenly swept over London in Hogarth’s youth and lasted 
until his old age was, along with smallpox, the most disastrous 
scourge of the period. It became, in Novelist Henry Fielding’s 
phrase, ‘the principal sustenance of more than 100,000 people” 
(about a sixth of the population of London), lowering their morals, 
ruining their health, threatening their sanity. Gin, which British 
distillers had learned to make cheaply, was sold everywhere, even 
in weavers’ shops. Outside one gin shop hung a sign proclaiming 
with gruesome facetiousness that you could get “drunk for a penny, 
dead drunk for two-pence.” More and more people went homeless 
or perished or turned to violence and crime. 

London became the scene of awful and audacious crime, but the 
punishment more than fit it. Women who murdered their husbands 
could still be burned at the stake. Traitors were cut down from the 
scaffold and, while still breathing, disemboweled. There were more 
than 160 offenses punishable by death, such as taking linen from a 
bleaching ground or cutting down trees in a garden. 

‘This was the cynical, brutal age that Hogarth walked through, 
rebelled against, won recognition in. The U.S. this winter is get- 
ting a panoramic view of Hogarth’s era in an exhibition of his 
paintings, which are now at Chicago’s Art Institute and which will 
move next month to New York’s Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

But however sordid it was, Hogarth’s was a solid age, full of bound- 
less energy and an exultant sense of expansion. Britain’s middle 
classes were gaining ever more power, her commerce spreading 
ever farther and wider, her industries were growing, her colonies 
multiplying. 

Into the cultural life of this burgeoning British era went the same 
vitality. England’s 18th Century made progress in all the sciences 


"and created an aristocracy of high polish and wonderful style. It 


gave the world Handel, Pope and Johnson and produced Robinson 
Crusoe and Gulliver's Travels and Tom Jones and Tristram Shandy. 
And in the one year, 1759, the great Whig statesman, William Pitt 
the Elder, brought Britain such victories on the Continent and 
such conquests in America and India as made her the greatest 
empire of modern times.

HIS HISTORY 


Strydom family took part 
in Great Trek, Boer War 


To the Strydom family—and to all good Boers—the most important 
happenings in their national history were the Great Trek northward in 
1835~40 and the war with Britain in 1899-1902. Both have a heroic 
quality, the first of man fighting against unfriendly nature and the 
second of David defying Goliath, that reveals much about Boer charac- 
ter. The Dutch who settled Cape Colony were a hardy, independent 
lot who preferred open spaces to urban living. Mountains barred the 
way northward, but when Britain acquired Cape Colony during the 
Napoleonic Wars the Boers finally headed north to new frontiers. 

By the 1820s many had filtered across the Orange River, Cape Colo- 
ny’s northern boundary, but to their chagrin the British temporarily 
claimed sovereignty there too. To escape British rule and to have 
enough space so they would not see their neighbors’ chimney smoke 
they had to move on. The Great Trek began. Other migrations have 
involved more people than the Great Trek, in which 3,000 Boers took 
part, and have involved longer journeys than the Boers’ 800 miles. 
But no trek has surpassed the Boers’ as a highly organized group effort 
against tremendous odds of fierce, warrior natives and a bitter, un- 
friendly land. Among these lumbering covered wagons was one helong- 
ing to Frederik Strydom who ended his trek at Olifantsfontein, 

In the years that followed the Boers established two happy agrarian 
the Transvaal and the Orange Free State, whose existence 
was relatively peaceful until the discovery of the diamonds of Kim- 
berley and the gold of The Rand, That ended their agrarian idyl. The 
fabulous mines brought a great rush of foreigners who to this day are 
called uitlanders by the nationalistic Boers. These outlanders, mostly 
British, then outnumbered the Boers two to one, but the stubborn, 
jealous Boers refused to grant them the right to vote. The British ac- 
cused the Boers with some reason of being unenlightened and in- 
capable of self-defense during a time when the great 19th Century 
scramble for colonies was in full swing. By diplomacy and chicanery the 
British undermined the Boers’ foundations and, at the instigation of 
Cecil Rhodes, staged the famous Jameson Raid in 1895, in an attempt by 
the outlanders to overthrow Oom Paul Kruger’s Transvaal Republic. 

The Raid was a military disaster for the British and the Boers re- 
fused to compromise. Intransigent bitterness created by the Raid came 
to a head in war in 1899. Because there had been intermarriage be- 
tween Dutch and British, the Boer War was essentially a civil war, with 
brother ranged against brother. Three Strydoms, the father and older 
brothers of the present owner, fought with the Republic’s forces at Lady- 
smith and in the Free State. Johan stayed home with his mother and sis- 
ter, who were lucky enough to escape being putin British concentration 
camps when their land was overrun. The British burned thousands 
of Boer homesteads but spared Olifantsfontein, using it for their troops. 

But although the Boers lost the war, they eventually became the 
rulers of South Africa. In 1910, South Africa achieved dominion sta- 
tus in the British Empire, and Premier Jan Christian Smuts, who comes 
of Boer stock, has become one of the Empire’s greatest statesmen.

COLDS 


Physicians now have a treatment 

for most of the respiratory ills, 

but nobody knows «what virus causes 

or what cures the common cold 
by FRANCIS SILL WICKWARE 


|WENTY-EIGHT years ago, during the last months of World War I, 
thousands of U.S. soldiers and civilians temporar ily forgot about the 
Kaiser to struggle with a deadlier enemy, “Spanish influenza.” Like 

the Red Death in Poe's story, it appeared suddenly; within four months it 
killed more than 400,000 Americans outright. Where the malady originated 
or what caused it, no one knew, It was called “influenza” from the Italian 
word meaning “influence,” and “Spanish” because it had raged in that 
country before crossing the Atlantic. Some believed that German agents 
were responsible, Doctors favored the less dramatic theory that flu, as it 
manifested itself in North America, was a virulent form of a respiratory 
infection common in China and that it had been carried to Europe by some 
200,000 coolies brought to France as war laborers. Whatever the source or 
causative organism (matters never definitely settled) the great epidemic of 
1918 still ranks as one of the most devastating plagues of all time. 

Pondering medical history and taking note of a recurrence of the same 
conditions which prevailed at the close of World War I, until recently most 
U.S. doctors feared that in the overcrowded cities and shifting populations 
of 1946 the flu of 1918 might repeat itself. Influenza or “grippe,” as it 
popularly called, is apt to be prevalent at this season, especially in the 
northern states, and reaches its peak in January or February. This time, 
however, although flu may be widespread and cause an appreciable per- 
aaiagsolialalitise, hare willl bpiaotlaceetitalmeuideniia’ If ono seeeon to 
he developing, it can be scotched with a new vaccine which is cheap (usu- 
ally $5 or less for the course of two or three shots), quick (the course is 
completed within a week, gives immunity for at least six months) and effec- 
tive against the two standard types of influenza unimaginatively designated 
as A and B, Although the viruses of type A and type B are siblings, there is 
no cross-immunity between them. A survivor of type A develops a natural 
resistance to a reinfection but none at all to type B. The packaging of a 
double-barreled vaccine in single ampules is not’only a chemotherapeutic 
triumph but a great public convenience. 

Like most medical discoveries, Influenza Virus Vaccine (A-B) is a synthe- 
sis of the work of many men, but the major credit belongs to Dr. Thomas 
Francis Jr. of the University of Michigan, who originally developed it. 
While not infallible, large-scale Army tests last year showed that the vac- 
cine was 70% effective in preventing influenza. It is useless in treatment, 
however, mainly because the disease is so brief that the vaccine has no 
time to work; but penicillin and the sulfas have no effect on the A-B viruses. 
And while the vaccine ordinarily has no unpleasant reaction, it should not 
be administered indiscriminately. It is produced at present within the yolks 
of living chick embryos, and people with egg allergies may suffer less from 
influenza than from the allergic reaction to the shots. However, this can be 
determined in advance with suitable allergy tests. 

Its development prompts people to ask a question that doctors are sick of 
hearing: “If you medical men are so smart, why don’t you do something 
about the common cold?” To which doctors reply, “The importance of the 
common cold isn’t the cold itself but the fact that by lowering the resist- 
ance of the respiratory tract it paves the way for much more serious infec- 
tions. True, we haye no positive prevention or cure for the cold at present. 
But we do have highly effective preventive and curative weapons against 
the secondary diseases frequently ushered in by colds, and more are on 
the way.” In fact the progress against these diseases has been about as 
rapid and successful as in any branch of medicine during the last few years. 

Thus control of influenza now is assured by the new vaccine, while sulfa 
drugs and penicillin have vastly assisted treatment of sinus and middle- 
ear infection, bronchitis, laryngitis, tonsillitis, “strep” throat, pneumonia 
and many other respiratory ailments. In pneumococcal lobar pneumonia,

No cure for virus pneumonia 


RACTICALLY the only important respiratory disease for which 

no specific has been found is primary atypical pneumonitis, 
commonly known as “virus pneumonia.” It is caused by an un- 
identified virus which is thought to be related to that of psittacosis, 
orparrot fever. No preventive serum or vaccine has been discovered 
so far, and apparently neither the sulfa drugs nor penicillin are of 
much value in treatment. There are perhaps 2,000,000 cases per 
year in the U.S. Though much less severe than true pneumonia, 
the disease is debilitating and often opens the door to more dan- 
gerous infections.

CCORDING to some estimates, only 6% of all U.S. citizens weath- 
eranentire year withouta cold, whereas 60% catch two or three 
of them and more than 20% five or more, The average worker is 
said to lose three work days annually. Dr. John R. Steelman calcu- 
lated that colds, the leading cause of absenteeism, subtracted five 
times as many manhours from war production as all strikes com- 
bined. Totaling up lost wages and medical expenses, statisticians 
put the annual U.S. cold bill at $2 billion, or the equivalent of the cost 
of the atomic bomb project. This outlay supports the $100,000,000 
cold-remedy industry and an important part of the $200,000,000 
vitamin industry. There is in addition a vast commerce in cold 
comforts like disposable tissues, citrus fruits and juices, cathartics, 
aspirin, goose grease, mustard, turpentine, flannel rags, sun lamps, 
steam kettles, droppers, atomizers and, of course, whisky.

Today popular fancy has singled out a submicro- 
scopic filtrable virus as the chief villain and its discoverer will no 
doubt be hailed as a medical hero of the stature of Pasteur. 

Few scientists believe that when the virus—or, more likely, a 
number of related viruses—is found, the common cold will be 
automatically eliminated. Since the disease is so mild, it may be 
impossible to develop a cure which will not be worse than the 
cause. It may even be found necessary to have a separate vaccine 
for each eausative virus, making preventive treatment too tedious 
and expensive for general application. At any rate, until a virus is 
isolated there can be no cold vaccine of any description. The “cold 
shots” given by many doctors act only against the bacteria which 
colonize in the respiratory tract at all times. They may give some 
protection against secondary infection, but they provide no de- 
fense against colds. This has been demonstrated often in controlled 
large-scale tests. Dr. N. D. Fab- 
ricant, author of The Common 
Cold and How to Fight It, cites a 
typical experiment at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. Student 
volunteers were divided into 
two groups. The first received 
active cold shots, the second, 
unknowingly, received blank in- 
jections. At the end of the test 
period the second group actual- 

caught fewer colds than the 

rst.

oral vaccines in tablets or cap- 
sules, the American Medical’ Association states, “ . . . The scien- 
tific evidence against the valué of oral cold vaccines is overwhelm- 
ing...” and “[Those] who lend themselves to the wholesale un- 
controlled distribution of such preparations are perpetrating an 
unwarranted commercial assault on the public pocketbook.” 

The use of sulfa drugs and penicillin in cold therapy is still the 
subject of a good deal of controversy. Like the so-called cold vac- 
cines, they have a powerful effect on the bacteria causing second- 

infections but do not seem to act on the cold viruses them- 

selves. This fact is demonstrated by the number of colds encoun- 
tered among patients receiving heavy doses of them for treatment 
of other diseases. The weight of clinical evidence suggests that the 
sulfa compounds may shorten the duration of the cold, reduce dis- 
comfort and offer some protection against the onslaught of com- 
plicating respiratory diseases. Despite these possible advan 

loctors are wary of prescribing them for colds and condemn indis- 
criminate self-medication with pills, drops, sprays or powders con- 
taining them. Even minute quantities of sulfa drugs as: in nasal 
sprays, for example, may produce severe toxic reactions, including 
fever, vomiting, headache, jaundice, skin eruptions and anemia 
from destruction of red blood cells. Furthermore a person dopi 
himself with sulfa preparations may become sensitized to them ant 
he unable to tolerate them should he develop a condition requiring 

eir use. 


Penicillin helps 


TS reactive dangers are uncommon in the use of penicillin, 
rekich ia oupertan-tn theisulfas iocmoat instances aul uniquely 
effective in many others. By means of a new method of delivering 
massive doses suspended in oil and beeswax, penicillin may be ab- 
sorbed slowly and continuously from a single daily administration. 
Combined with a nasal spray of penicillin, the injections seem to 
minimize the severity of the infection and help ward off bacterial 
complications. “This is,” says Dr. Harold Thomas Hyman of New 
York, “the optimum of treatment for recurrent and chronic nasal 
and sinus afflictions.” Here again, however, the action is against 
secondary bacteria, not cold viruses. 

Despite periodic announcements of a fight-to-the-finish on the 
common cold (the most recent was issued by the National Insti- 
tute of Health, which has a minimum five-year program), scientists 
have made no startling progress. This is not the scientists’ fault.

Unit in Harvard Hospital, a gift of Harvard University and the 
American Red Cross, near Salisbury, England, this alternative is 
being explored with volunteers from Cambridge and other English 
universities. The experiment has been in progress only a few 
months and findings may not be announced for several years. 
"The first finding,” one doctor predicts, “‘will be that in the future 
researchers should stick to chimpanzees.” 

The common cold is not a single entity like syphilis or yellow 
fever but the end result of a number of conditions and influences 
in unstable equilibrium. Hence research is not concerned with the 
virus alone but with the virus in relation to the body’s defenses 
against it. This in turn involves a study of the complex factors in- 
fluencing natural resistance—temperature changes, diet, fatigue, 
psychological states, environmental conditions and the mechanics 
of that Ellis Island of the cold virus, the human nose. 


A natural air-conditioner 


lire the stomach, the nose is a pantaloon among the organs. It 
is devoid of drama, mystery and glamor. Long before Cyrano it 
was a subject for jesting. However it deserves recognition as the 
most compact and one of the most efficient air-conditioning units 
in existence. Daily it supplies to the lungs some 500 cubic feet of 
air which is filtered, humidified, thermostatically adjusted to body 
temperature and to some extent sterilized. To the average person 
the nose consists of two nostrils divided by the septum, but as 
shown in the diagram on page 107, it is actually a ramified system 
of tubes and chambers. Air drawn into the portals of the nose is 
first strained through the coarse hairs in the nostrils, which serve 
as a trap for dust particles. Finer particles as well as some bacteria 
are caught in the secretions of the mucous membrane lining the 
nose and speedily propelled backward into the throat. This is ac- 
complished by the vigorous, incessant movement of millions of 
tiny hairs, or cilia, which sweep away the mucous secretions. The 
nose receives a complete change of this protective substance about 
three times per hour, so that bacteria in the secretion linger only a 
few minutes. A great many of them are immediately destroyed by 
the bacteriostatic agents in the mucus, principally lysozyme, a nat- 
ural bactericide first discovered by Dr. Alexander Fleming about 20 
years ago. In view of the ipopaley notion that there is some magic in 
alkalinity to prevent and cure colds, it should be noted that the

sharply diminished by fatigue and increased by rest. Consequently 
pay of sleep is universally prescribed to boost general as well as 
local resistance. 

In the course of the cleaning and sterilizing process, inspired air 
is warmed and humidified in the mucous-lined nasal cavities which 
lie athwart each nostril. Myriads of infinitesimal blood vessels in 
the membrane heat the air, while at the same time moisture is ab- 
sorbed by the air almost to the saturation point. The source of this 
moisture is not entirely clear. It may be the vaporized fluids from 
mucous secretions or the blood vessels themselves. Whatever the 
source, it is estimated that nearly a quart of water is taken up every 
day by air passing through the nostrils. Any disturbance of these 
essential functions immediately alters the character of the air de- 
livered to the lungs and exposes the entire respiratory tract to in- 
vasion by the ever-present bacteria. The old-fashioned steam kettle 
bubbling in a warm, draftless room is an excellent device for pre- 
heating and humidifying inspired air during the course of a cold, 
thus partly taking over the normal activities of the nasal cavities 
and lessening both discomfort and the chance of secondary in- 
fection. 

As noted, a large number of factors singly or in combination 
may operate to upset the mechanism of the nose and pave the way 
for a cold. But the commonest cause is chilling as a result of rapid 
changes of temperature. There is a considerable body of lay 
thought which is convinced of the value of ice-cold showers, coat- 
less winters and other Spartan regimes for hardening the body so 
that it will be impervious to chills, but these measures accomplish 
nothing except to breed an objectionable sense of superior virtue. 
It is comforting to know, however, that liquor, the oldest and most 
popular cold remedy, has the endorsement of many a sympathetic 

hysician. A couple of stiff drinks may not cure the cold, but it 
helps the patient to feel no pain. It is not, however, necessary to 
follow the prescription advocated by a forgotten English doctor: 
“To hang one’s hat on the bedpost, drink from a bottle of good 
whisky until two hats appear, aah, get into bed and stay there.” 


Secondary infections 


F the cold virus establishes a beachhead in the nose after a bod; 
chill, it further weakens the natural defenses by interfering with 
the activity of the cilia and the secretion of mucus (accounting for 
the hot, dry, tickling sensation at the onset of a cold). Bacteria 
then have an ideal environment. No one knows where the line is 
drawn between initial virus penetration and subsequent bacterial 
invasion, but most of the uncomfortable cold symptoms are caused 
by the latter. Progress of the bacteria is a highly selective affair, 
depending on individual susceptibility, individual treatment and 
the state of over-all resistance, this last factor being strongly in- 
fluenced by fatigue. The excessively dry air of most steam-heated 
buildings and the presence of irritating dust in the air are external 
circumstances which may also determine the success of the bac- 
terial onslaught. Finally, there is an important X-factor in the 
state of mind of the individual on the verge of a cold. Anxiety, rage 
and other strong emotional states can produce changes in the 
nasal membrane identical with the results of chilling. Fabricant 
cites experiments in which the chemistry of the nasal mucus shift- 
ed almost instantly from acid to alkaline in response to an emo- 
tional upheaval. There is excellent authority br believing that 
many people who are afflicted with an undue number of colds are 
actually the victims of their own emotions. As Fabricant com- 
ments, “Often, the removal of a common cold sufferer from daily 
stresses and frustrations will lessen nasal secretions and relieve 
other symptoms.” 

If the common cold always confined itself to the nose, it might 
be dismissed as one of the unavoidable nuisances of life like taxes 
and shaving. But a nasal infection may spread downward into the 
throat and lungs or upward into the sinuses; or into the Eusta- 
chian tubes to the middle ears, possibly causing partial or even 
permanent deafness; thence to the air-containing cavities in the 
mastoid behind the ear; or even to the meninges (lining membranes 
of the brain), with dire if not fatal consequences. 

This sequence of infection is often initiated by improper nose 
blowing. Stoppage of one nostril to increase blast pressure in the 
other is the commonest fault. It may drive infected mucous secre- 
tions into the sinuses and Eustachian tubes. Therefore the safest 
procedure is to blow through the whole nose at half throttle. 

The endless procession of cold cures and treatments includes 
two dozen soft linen handkerchiefs, osteopathy, electric diathermy, 
chlorine gas and surgical removal of the uvula. Nearly every year

COLDS continues 


the relation of a cold to salt, smoking, heavy underwear, purging 
and diet. Since a good diet is essential to general health and re- 
sistance, it is also important to the common cold, but no specific 
diet increases resistance to colds. The vitamin craze is another 
harmless though expensive way of attempting to build up resist- 
ance. It accomplishes little or nothing. The average diet usually 
supplies sufficient vitamins. Pills are mostly wasted unless there is 
an actual vitamin deficiency. 

The exact stretch of time during which a cold can be trans- 
mitted to other people has never been defined. It is believed that 
it can be spread during the late incubation period, that is, for a good 
48 hours before the onset of any symptoms. The most infectious 
period is during the phase of coughing, sneezing and nose-blowing, 
all of them germ-spreaders, and infectiousness subsides with the 
decline of these symptoms. The total period of infectivity is probably 
between five and seven days. 

With a few slight exceptions, the steps in treating a cold today 
are just about the same as they always were and nothing much has 
happened to change the essential truth of the observation: “An 
untreated cold lasts seven days, while a treated cold can be cured 
in a week.” Short of the discovery of a vaccine, the best chance 
of taming the common cold seems to be the treatment of air in 
public places to eliminate bacteria and viruses. This can be done 
either by irradiation with ultraviolet light or by the use of anti- 
septic sprays such as propylene glycol. Most colds start in crowds, 
where a few sneezers can expose dozens of people to the disease. 
If public places were irradiated or sprayed, it is estimated that there 
would be a striking decline in cold incidence. The same measures 
can be taken at home with good results. A few strategically placed 
ultraviolet bulbs sterilize the air, while the spray can be used in 
rooms where bulbs are impractical. 

Cold sufferers themselves can do a great deal to keep the disease 
from spreading by staying at home during the early stages and 
wearing a surgical mask. Many industrial doctors would like to 
make it standard practice that employes with colds must stay away 
from their jobs for a minimum of three or four days. No one can 
catch cold unless the virus is present. Colds were rare among the 
Eskimos until viruses were brought in by traders. A combination 
of common sense in the handling of patients with air-sterilization 
would do more to vanquish colds than all the drugs in the phar- 
macopoeia.

Since 1939, when the’singing commercial hecame popular, the un- 
questioned kings of jingledom have been the two fascinating 
rs in the picture above, an American announcer named Alan Bradley 

t and an expatriate Englishman named Austen Herbert Croom- 
Johnson. This team, whose private cavorting would make a hilarious 
radio program on its own, has written 40 of radio's most lucrative com- 

cials, one year did 90% of the jingle business. Now the Tiffany of 

jinglery, they command fees five times larger than their most expen- 

sive competitors, wrote the most popular jingle of all time, the Pepsi- 

Cola song, in 1939. It is still being sung on the air, has afflicted radio 
nces in three languages. 

Proud of their long-lived Pepsi chant and of the fact that songs 
their Mission Bell wine jingle, renamed Just the Other Day, became 
popular hits, Kent and Johnson claim that singing commercials can 
st indefinitely “if they're written well enough.” They feel radio should 
Il its products in a “wooful way.” Their writing, they say, without 
ng it further, is very wooful. 

Seen separately, bespectacled Kent, who is 34, looks like a physicist 
and ginger-haired Johnson, 37, like an English nobleman. Seen togeth- 
er, the jingle kings act like madmen. They call themselves “the body,” 
shed their shoes, converse in a combination of gibberish, jive and sound 
effects that defies translation because of their whimsical habit of sub- 
stituting “bork” for each noun, and “storff” for most verbs. These 
strange noises make no-sense until the composers, who take turns at 
writing music and lyrics, suddenly emerge with such gems of wooful 
ialism as their “Momma, momma, momma, won't you Lar- 
their “Listen to the handy Flit gun. (Whistle) Sh-h- and 
the song they wrote for a milk company: “Mooo0O to YouUUUU!” 

Though Kent and Johnson refuse to jingle for laxatives, proprietary 
medicines and deodorants because “they're cheapening,” they once got 
as far as composing a tune that began, “Under-arming can be charm- 
ing.” Their most revolutionary idea was “the silent commercial,” born 
one gray day when Kent leaned into a microphone and announced, 
“Admiration Shampoo for the hairwaves brings you the newest thing 
on the airwaves: silence.” Even this daring deed did no harm to the 
steady rise in Kent and Johnson’s jingling fortunes, which, incidental- 
ly, they are reticent about reducing to Vulgar statistics. Asked what 
they earn, Johnson mumured modestly, ‘You can say we eat steak.”
